An  ordinance  granting  to  the  Standard  Oil  Co.,  a  cor- 
poration organized  and  existing  under  and  by  virtue 
of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  its  successors 
and  assigns,  the  right  to  exclusively  use  a  part  of  the 
western  half  of  Pier  No.  2,  forming  a  part  of  the 
Burnt  District  Commission  plan  of  additions  and 
extensions  to  the  public  wharves  and  docks  of  Balti- 
more city,  and  prescribing  the  terms,  conditions  and 
duration  of  said  grant  and  the  compensation  to  be 
paid  therefor. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  standard  on  Co. 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the 
Standard  Oil  Company,  a  corporation  or- 
ganized and  existing  under  and  by  virtue 
of  the  laAvs  of  the  State  of  Xew  Jersey,  its 
successors  and  assigns,  be  and  it  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  exclusively  to 
use  for  a  period  of  fifty  years,  subject  to  all  50  years. 
the  terms  and  conditions  mentioned  herein, 
including  those  relating  to  revaluation  upon 
the  expiration  of  every  recurring  period 
of  ten  years  hereunder  during  said  whole 
period  of  fifty  years,  all  that  part  of  the 
westerly  half  of  Pier  Xo.  2,  forming  a 
part  of  the  Burnt  District  Commission 
plan  of  additions  and  extensions  to  the 
]  ml  die    wharves    and    docks    of    Baltimore 
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city,  sanctioned  by  Ordinance  No.  149  of 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
approved  November  10,  1901,  described  as 
follows,  that  is  to  say: 

pier  No.  2.  Beginning  for  the  same  at  a  point  on  the 

westerly  water  line  of  Pier  No.  2,  at  the 
distance  of  one  hundred  and  two  feet 
southerly  from  the  intersection  of  said 
westerly  water  line  with  the  line  of  the 
south  side  of  Pratt  street,  as  widened,  be- 
ing at  the  end  of  the  first  line  of  the  lot 
whose  use  was  granted  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  to  the  Standard 
Oil  Company ;  thence  binding  on  the  second 
line  of  said  lot,  and  at  right  angles  to  the 
westerly  water  line  of  Pier  No.  2  (easterly 
99.465  feet  more  or  less)  to  a  point  in  the 
center  of  a  drive  and  trackway  fifty  feet 
wide  there  situate,  with  the  use  in  com- 
mon with  the  other  grantees  of  franchises 
on  said  pier;  thence  southerly  along  the 
center  line  of  said  drive  and  trackway 
twenty  feet ;  thence  westerly  by  a  line  par- 
allel to  the  second  line  of  the  lot  granted 
as  aforesaid  to  the  Standard  Oil  Company, 
ninety-nine  and  four  hundred  and  sixty-five 
thousandths  feet  to  the  westerly  water  line 
of  Pier  No.  2,  and  thence  northerly  along 
said  water  line  twenty  feet  to  the  beginning.

of  land,  of  which  five  hundred  square  feet 
is  in  the  west  half  of  the  above  drive  and 
trackway  fifty  feet  wide. 

Terms  of  grant.       Sec.  2.     And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  rights,  privileges  and  franchises  hereby 
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granted  are  granted  subject  expressly  to 
the  following  terms  and  conditions,  that  is 
to  say  : 

First — That  the  said  Standard  Oil  Com- Ve^sgels  extend" 
pany,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  en- 
joy free  access  by  water  at  all  times  to  the 
said  part  of  said  pier  for  its  steamboats, 
vessels,  barges  and  other  water  craft,  pro- 
vided that  the  said  steamboats,  vessels, 
barges  and  other  water  craft  shall  not  ex- 
tend at  any  one  time  out  from  said  part 
of  said  pier  into  the  water  surrounding  the 
same  a  greater  distance  than  seventy-five 
feel  westerly  from  said  westerly  water  line; 
and  provided  further,  that  the  said  right 
of  free  access  and  the  use  of  said  part  of 
said  pier  and  waterways  shall  be  subject 
in  every  respect  to  the  operation  and  effect 
of  Section  468  of  Article  4  of  the  Code  of 
Pal  die  Local  Laws  of  Maryland,  title  "City 
of  Baltimore,-'  and  of  any  supplement  there- 
to or  amendments  thereof,  and  of  all  laws 
or  ordinances  relating  to  the  harbor  of  Bal- 
timore and  its  appurtenances  that  have 
been  or  may  be  enacted  by  authority  of  the 
Congress  of  the  Ignited  States  or  of  the 
State  of  Maryland,  or  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and  any  sup- 
plements  thereto  or  amendments  thereof, 
and  of  all  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Harbor  Board  or  any  other  duly  constituted 
]  ml  die  authority,  and  of  any  supplements 
thereto  or  amendments  thereof. 

Second — That  the  said  Standard  Oil  Com-  Special  payments. 
pany  shall,  as  a  condition  precedent  to  this 
ordinance  taking  effect,  repay  to  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  in  addition

quirements of  the  said  Standard  Oil  Com- 
pany. 

Third— That  the  said  Standard  Oil  Com- 
pany, its  successors  or  assigns,  may  at  its 
election  and  at  its  expense  erect  upon  said 
part  of  said  pier  such  metal  covered  or 
other  proper  superstructures  as  may  be 
necessary  in  the  conduct  of  the  business  of 
the  said  Standard  Oil  Company,  its  succes- 
sors and  assigns,  and  said  superstructures 
may  be  built  upon  any  of  the  foundations 
or  bulkheads  of  the  said  part  of  said  pier 
except  when  otherwise  required  by  the 
Inspector  of  Buildings  and  the  Harbor 
Engineer;  and  provided  further,  that  all 
plans  for  such  improvements  shall  first  be 
submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  Inspector 
of  Buildings  and  the  Harbor  Engineer,  and 
that  the  work  to  be  performed  in  connection 
with  said  improvements  shall  be  subject 
to  the  supervision  and  control  of  the  said 
Inspector  of  Buildings  and  said  Harbor 
Engineer,  and  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  hereby  covenants  and  agrees 
that  it  will,  at  the  cost  of  the  respective 
grantees  of  franchises  in  said  Pier  No.  2, 
proportioned  to  their  several  frontages  upon 
said  fifty  feet  drive  and  trackway,  con- 
struct or  cause  to  be  constructed  for  the 
purpose  of  the  business  of  said  respective 
grantees,  along  or  near  the  center  line  of 
said  fifty  feet  drive  and  trackway,  a  single 
track  railroad  for  the  passage  of  railroad 
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said  pier  granted  to  said  respective  gran- 
tees to  Pratt  street,  said  single  track  rail- 
road to  be  the  property  of  said  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  when  con- 
structed, but  to  be  maintained,  kept  in  re- 
pair and  renewed  when  necessary  by  said 
respective  grantees,  at  their  own  cost,  pro- 
portioned as  aforesaid. 

Fourth — That  the  said  Standard  Oil  Com-  Quarterly  pay- 

ments. 

paiiy.  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall  pay 
to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more annually  at  the  office  of  the  Comp- 
troller, in  equal  quarterly  instalments,  on 
the  first  days  of  January,  April,  July  and 
October  of  each  and  every  year,  commenc- 
ing from  the  date  when  said  Pier  Xo.  2 
shall  have  been  completed  and  be  ready 
for  occupancy,  the  sum  of  seven  hundred 
and  sixteen  dollars  and  fifteen  ($716.15)  7 
cents,  being  at  the  rate  of  thirty-six  cents  36c.  per  square 
per  square  foot  for  the  whole  number  of  foot- 
square  feet  included  in  said  part  of  said 
pier,  during  the  first  ten  years  of  the  grant 
hereby  made;  provided,  however,  that  upon 
the  expiration  of  said  period  of  ten  years 
and  of  every  recurring  period  of  ten  years 
there  shall  be  a  revaluation  of  the  annual  Revaluation. 
compensation  to  be  paid  by  the  grantee,  its 
successors  and  assigns,  for  the  succeeding 
period  of  ten  years  of  said  grant,  the  said 
annual  compensation,  however,  never  to  be Xever  le,ss  than 
revalued  at  less  than  said  annual  sum  of 
seven  hundred  and  sixteen  dollars  and  fif- 
teen ($716.15)  cents,  and  in  the  event  of 
a  clisagreement  between  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  and  the  said  grantee, 
its  successors  or  assigns,  as  to  the  amount 
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on     improve-

of  said  annual  compensation  so  to  be  paid, 
the  revaluation  shall  be  fixed  by  two  arbi- 
trators, one  of  whom  shall  be  selected  by 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns, 
and  the  other  by  the  Mayor,  and  in  the 
case  of  failure  of  said  arbitrators  to  agree 
upon  said  revaluation  within  thirty  days 
following  their  appointment,  then  said 
arbitrators  shall  select  an  umpire,  and  in 
case  of  the  failure  of  the  said  grantee,  its 
successors  or  assigns,  to  select  an  arbitrator 
as  herein  provided,  or  of  the  failure  of  the 
said  arbitrators  within  thirty  days  to  select 
an  umpire  as  herein  provided,  the  Mayor 
shall  appoint  both  such  arbitrators  and 
umpire  to  act  in  said  arbitration,  and  in 
case  of  the  failure  of  the  arbitrators  and 
umpire  to  agree  within  thirty  days  after 
the  appointment  of  the  umpire,  then  the 
Mayor  shall  dissolve  the  said  Board  of 
Arbitration  and  a  new  board  shall  be  ap- 
pointed under  the  same  terms  and  condi- 
tions regulating  the  appointment  of  the 
former  board,  and  so  on  until  an  agreement 
is  reached,  the  opinion  of  the  majority  of 
the  arbitrators  to  be  final.  The  revalua- 
tion at  the  end  of  each  recurring  period  of 
ten  years  hereunder  is  to  include  the  value 
derived  from  the  franchise  or  right  hereby 
granted,  but  not  improvements  made  on 
said  pier  by  the  grantee  hereunder,  its  suc- 
cessors or  assigns. 

Fifth— That  the  said  Standard  Oil  Com- 
pany, its  successors  or  assigns,  shall,  dur- 
ing the  term  of  this  grant,  insure  and  keep 
insured  at  its  expense  in  an  amount  and 
in  an  insurance  company  or  companies  satis- 
factory to  the  Comptroller,  all  the  improve- 
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nients  erected  by  it  an  said  part  of  said 
pier ;  the  proceeds  of  insurance  in  case  of  fire 
to  be  used  iii  rebuilding  or  restoring  said 
improvements,  and  the  policy  or  policies  of 
insurance  to  be  so  framed  or  indorsed  as  to 
secure  this  application  of  said  proceeds  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Comptroller;  and 
shall  also  keep  the  said  part  of  the  said 
pier,  including  Avails,  fender  piles  and  cap 
logs,  in  good  condition,  order  and  repair  Repair, 
as  when  received,  and  shall  also,  during  the 
term  of  this  grant,  keep  the  said  premises, 
so  far  as  reasonably  necessary,  free  from 
all  snow  and  ice  that  may  fall  or  form  on 
the  same,  and  shall  also  cart  off  and  remove 
from  the  said  premises  all  dirt,  ashes,  sweep- 
ings, rubbish  and  litter  occasioned,  created 
or  deposited  on  the  said  premises  and  that 
it  shall  not  throw  or  allow  to  he  thrown 
at  any  time  into  the  waters  from  said  part 
of  said  pier,  or  from  any  of  its  vessels  or 
water  craft,  any  dirt,  ashes,  sweepings,  rub- 
bish or  litter,  and  that  it  will  at  the  ex- 
piration of  its  occupation  of  the  said  part 
of  said  pier,  yield  up  the  same  peaceably 
to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
in  as  good  order  in  all  respects  as  when  Return 
received,  reasonable  wear  and  tear  and  order- 
damage  by  accidental  fire  or  other  unavoid- 
able casualty  not  attributable  to  the  negli- 
gence of  the  grantee,  its  successors  or  as- 
signs excepted,  that  it  shall  pave  and  re- 
pave  as  well  as  keep  in  repair  such  part  of 
said  fifty  feet  drive  and  trackway  as  is 
hereby  granted  to  the  said  grantee,  and  all 
the  floorings  and  pavements  on  said  part 
of  said  pier,  and  shall  also  make  good  any 
damage  done  to  the  said  pier  or  bulkheads 
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caused  by  collision  with  its  vessels,  and 
shall  observe  and  keep  all  laws  and  ordi- 
nances applicable  to  the  premises  and  shall 

indemnify  be  responsible  for  and  indemnify  the  Mayor 

t£nst  l"  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  against  any 
liability  to  any  governmental  authority  or 
officers,  corporations,  or  private  persons  for 
costs,  expenses,  injury  or  loss  by  reason 
of  any  nuisance  existing  on  the  said  part 
of  the  said  pier  or  on  account  of  any  acci- 
dent or  injury  to  any  persons  or  property 
that  may  occur  or  originate  on  said  part 
of  said  pier  and  be  due  to  the  neglect  or 
default  of  the  said  grantee,  its  successors 
or  assigns,  and  that  it  will  not  assign  the 
grant  hereby  made  without  the  consent  in 
writing  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Esti- 
mates, other  than  to  some  person  or  cor- 
poration which  may  have  succeeded  to  the 
ownership  of  the  majority,  in  point  of  par 
value  of  the  shares  of  the  capital  stock  or 
of  the  property  of  the  said  grantee,  and 
will  not  subassign  any  part  thereof  without 
said  consent  in  writing;  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  to  keep  the  said

of  not  less  than  twenty-four  feet.

reserved. 

the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
hereby  expressly  reserves  the  right  and 
duty  at  all  times  to  exercise  in  the  interest 
of  the  public,  full  municipal  superintend- 
ence, regulation  and  control  in  respect  to 
all  matters  connected  with  the  grant  here- 
by made,  and  not  inconsistent  with  the 
terms  hereof,  and  that  the  said  rights  and 
franchise  shall  be  executed  and  enjoyed  six 
months  after  the  grant,  as  provided  by  Sec- 
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tion  37  of  Article  4  of  the  Code  of  Public 
Local  Laws,  entitled  "City  of  Baltimore," 

sub-title  "Charter,"  and  the  rights  and 
franchise  herein  granted  shall  be  held,  ex- 
ercised and  enjoyed  by  the  said  grantee  for 
the  period  of  fifty  years,  subject  to  all  the 
terms  and  conditions  mentioned  herein,  in- 
cluding those  relating  to  revaluation  upon 
the  expiration  of  every  recurring  period  of 
ten  years  hereundei  during  said  whole 
period  of  fifty  years;  and  that  upon  the 
termination  of  this  grant  all  improvements, 
superstructures,  foundations,  etc.,  erected 
on  said  part  of  Pier  No.  2  by  the  said  gran- 
tee, its  successors  or  assigns,  shall  be  and 
become  the  property  of  the  city  and  no 
compensation  shall  be  paid  therefor. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That 
upon  the  failure  of  the  said  grantee,  its 
successors  or  assigns,  to  comply  with  any 
of  the  terms  or  conditions  of  this  ordinance, 
the  rights,  privileges  and  franchise  hereby 
granted  shall  be  and  become  wholly  null 
and  void. 

Sec.  5.     And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  Subject  to  re-

this  grant  shall  be  subject  in  so  far  as  they  City  charter. 
may  apply  to  all  the  terms,  conditions  and 
restrictions  imposed  by  Sections  7  to  12, 
inclusive,  and  by  Section  37  of  Article  4 
of  the  Code  of  Public  Local  Laws,  entitled

amended  by  the  Act  of  1904,  Chapter  616, 
and  the  Act  of  1906,  Chapter  152,  and  by 
any  other  supplements  thereto  or  amend- 
ments thereof. 

SEC.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore

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hereby  reserves  the  right  to  value,  assess 
and  tax  in  the  usual  way  any  improve- 
ments that  may  be  erected  on  said  part  of 
said  pier  by  the  grantee  hereunder,  its  suc- 
cessors or  assigns,  and  nothing  in  this  ordi- 
nance shall  be  taken  as  abridging  or  im- 
pairing in  any  respect  any  lawful  powers 
or  valuation,  assessment  or  taxation  that 
may  now  or  hereafter  be  exercisable  by  the 
State  of  Maryland  or  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  in  relation  to  any 
franchise,  right  or  interest  that  said  grantee 
may  acquire  hereunder.

An  ordinance  to  repeal  and  reordain  Ordinance  No.  117, 
approved  April  23,  1906. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Manor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  per- 
mission be  and  the  same  is  hereby  granted 
to  David  S.  Wingrove  to  use  a  portion  of 
the  pavement  on  William  street,  beginning 
at  the  curbing  on  the  west  side  of  William 
street  at  a  point  in  a  direct  line  with  the 
building  line  on  Montgomery  street  and 
extending  west  five  feet,  thence  north  fifty 
feet  on  William  street  and  parallel  to  the 
curbing,  thence  east  five  feet  to  the  curbing 
on  the  west  side  of  William  street,  thence 
south  fifty  feet  along  the  curbing  on  the 
west  side  of  William  street  to  the  point  of 
beginning ;  said  fifty  feet  to  contain  at  least 
three  two-foot  spaces  between  the  curbing 
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and  pavement  on  the  west  side  of  William 
street,  and  the  whole  space  to  be  used  only 
for  the  purpose  of  placing  marble,  granite  plSle°fetc. 
and  other  stone  used  in  the  business  of  said 
David  S.  Wingrove,  and  at  no  point  to  ex- 
ceed four  feet  six  inches  in  height. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  right  and  duty  are  hereby  expressly  re- 
served to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  at  all  times  to  exercise,  in  the 
interest  of  the  public,  full  municipal  super- 
intendence, regulation  and  control  in  re- 
spect to  all  matters  connected  with  the 
privilege  hereby  granted,  and  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  terms  thereof. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ejrdained,  That 
failure  upon  the  part  of  the  said  David  S. 
Wingrove  at  any  time  to  comply  with  any 
of  the  terms  of  the  privilege  hereby  granted 
shall  operate  a  forfeiture  of  the  privilege 
hereby  granted  and  the  privilege  hereby 
granted  shall  be  revocable  at  any  time  by 
an  order  of  the  Mayor,  or  by  an  ordinance 
of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more. 

SEC.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  said  David  S.  Wingrove  shall  pay  to 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  the  privi- 
lege above  granted;  the  same  to  be  paid 
before  the  said  privilege  be  exercised.

An  ordinance  granting  permission  to  John  Deegan  to 
place  an  electric  sign  tin  front  of  his  premises-  known 
as  No.  802^  West  Baltimore  street. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  per- 
mission be  and  the  same  is  hereby  granted 
to  John  Deegan,  of  Baltimore  city,  to  place 
an  electric  sign  in  front  of  his  premises 
known  as  S02y2  West  Baltimore  street,  said 
sign  to  extend  eight  feet  from  the  building 
line,  to  be  supported  and  erected  as  ap- 
proved by  the  Inspector  of  Buildings  and 
to  be  at  least  ten  feet  above  the  pavement ; 
said  sion  to  bear  the  words  "Deegan's

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  ordained,  That 
said  sign  shall  be  erected  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Inspector  of  Buildings  of  Bal- 
timore city  and  that  the  privilege  hereby 
granted  shall  be  revocable  at  any  time  by 
an  order  from  the  Mayor,  or  by  an  ordi- 
nance of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore. 

Sec.  3.  Be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  here- 
by expressly  reserves  the  right  in  the  in- 
terest of  the  public  full  municipal  superin- 
tendence, regulation  and  control  in  respect 
to  all  matters  connected  with  this  grant 
and  not  inconsistent  with  the  terms  thereof. 

Sec.  4.  Be  it  further  ordained.  That  the 
said  John  Deegan  shall  pay  to  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  the  sum  of 
ten  dollars  for  the  privilege  granted,  the 
same  to  be  paid  before  said  sign  shall  be 
erected. 
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Sec.  5.  -1//'/  be  it  further  ordained.  That 
this  ordinance  shall*  take  effect  from  the 
date  of  its  passage.

to  M.  L.  Himmel  &  Son,  of  Baltimore  city, 
to  place  an  electric  sign  in  front  of  their 
premises  known  as  No.  113  North  Gay 
street,  said  sign  to  be  thirteen  feet  long, 
three  feet  wide  and  project  thirteen  feet 
from  building  line  and  to  be  eighteen  feet 
above  payement  and  to  be  supported  and 
erected  as  approyed  by  the  Inspector  of 
Buildings ;  said  sign  to  bear  the  words  in 
incandescent  electric  letters,  "Himmel,"  and 
no  other  words. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That 
said  sign  shall  be  erected  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Inspector  of  Buildings  of  Bal- 
timore city,  and  that  the  priyilege  hereby 
granted  shall  be  reyocable  at  any  time  by 
an  order  from  the  Mayor,  or  by  an  ordi- 
nance of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore.

are  added  to  Article  2S  of  the  Baltimore 
City  Code,  title  ''Inspections,  Weights  and 
Measures,"  the  same  to  follow  immediately 
after  Section  19  of  said  article,  to  be  known 
respectively  as  Sections  19A,  19B,  19C,  19D, 
19E,  19F,  19G,  19H,  191,  19J  and  19K,  and 
to  read  as  follows: 

19A.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superin-  Examination  and 
tendent  of  Lamps  and  Lighting  to  inspect, 
examine,  test,  prove  and  ascertain  in  the 
manner  hereinafter  specified,  the  accuracy 
of  the  registration  of  any  and  all  electric 
meters  used  or  intended  to  be  used  for 
measuring  or  determining  the  quantity  of 
electric  energy  consumed  by  any  person  or 
persons,  firm  or  corporation,  in  the  City 
of  Baltimore;  and  when  such  meters  are 
proved  to  be  or  are  made  correct  within 
the  meaning  of  this  ordinance,  to  stamp  or 
mark  all  such  meters  and  each  one  of  them 
with  some  appropriate,  distinct  and  intel- 
ligible device.

The  Superintendent  of  Lamps  and 
Lighting  shall  test  the  electric  meter  or 
meters  used  for  the  measurement  and  sale 
of  electric  energy  to  any  consumer,  at  the 
consumer's  request,  upon  the  premises  of 
the  consumer,  and  in  his  presence  if  he 
so  desires,  upon  the  payment  in  advance 
to  the  said  Superintendent  of  the  sum  of 
one  dollar  for  each  and  every  meter  to 
be  tested,  to  cover  the  cost  of  such  test ;  and 
if  any  meter  on  being  so  tested  shall  be 
found  to  register  inaccurately  to  the  extent 
of  four  per  cent.

of  the  south  side  of  Winder  street ;  the  northwest 
one-half  of  Gould  street,  between  the  line  dividing  the 
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land  formerly  owned  by  the  late  Alexander  Gould 
and  the  land  formerly  owned  by  the  late  John  S. 
Gittings  and  a  line  170  feet  south  of  and  parallel  to 
the  south  side  of  Winder  street ;  Winder  street,  be-

have  been  determined  upon  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  as  reason- 
able and  proper  plans  for  abolishing  said 
dangerous  grade  crossings;  and 

Whereas,  In  connection  with  the  aboli- 
tion of  said  grade  crossings,  the  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  desires  to 
make  certain  improvements  to  and  reloca- 
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the  City  of  Baltimore,  consisting  of  an  ex-  £«s  in  South 
press  line  of  four  tracks  for  passenger  traf- 
fic, beginning  near  the  intersection  of 
Howard  and  Camden  streets,  and  extending 
thence  southerly  between  Howard  and  Eu- 
taw  streets  to  Ostein!  street,  near  the  inter- 
section of  Eutaw  street,  and  extending 
thence  southwesterly  crossing  the  south- 
western city  boundary  at  Gwynn's  Falls 
at  a  point  about  one  thousand  (1,000)  feet 
southeasterly  from  its  present  bridge  over 
Gwyim's  Falls,  near  the  foot  of  Paca  street, 
to  a  connection  with  its  main  line  at  West 
Baltimore;  and  consisting  also  of  a  freight 
line  of  two  or  more  tracks,  beginning  at  a 
point  on  its  main  line  at  Mt.  Clare  Junc- 
tion, and  following  the  original  location 
of  its  Locust  Point  branch  to  a  point  south 
of  Columbia  avenue;  thence  deflecting  to 
the  left  and  crossing  the  present  tracks 
just  west  of  Carroll,  and  continuing  south- 
easterly, to  the  Middle  Branch  of  the  Pa- 
tapsco  River,  near  the  mouth  of  Gwynn's 
Falls;  thence  in  an  easterly  direction,  cross- 
ing said  Middle  Branch  to  a  point  near 
the  west  end  of  Winder  street,  and  thence 
continuing  in  an  easterly  direction  to  a 
connection  with  its  tracks  at  Locust  Point, 
near  the  south  end  of  Hull  street;  and  also 
of  several  connecting  tracks  between  said 
lines  and  its  lines  now  constructed  and  to 
be  constructed.

The  proceedings  for  the  closing  of  the 
streets  hereinafter  provided  for  shall  be 
begun  immediately  upon  the  passage  of  this 
ordinance,  but  Barre  street,  Henrietta 
street,  West  street  and  Ostend  street  shall 
not  be  closed  for  public  travel  except  as 
follows :  When  the  bridge  at  Lee  street  is 
completed,  then  Barre  street  shall  be  closed.

struct ion  is  begun  upon  the  bridges  at  each 
of  said  streets,  respectively. 

The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Corn- Sewers, 
panv  shall,  at  its  own  cost,  divert  the  sewer 
in  Howard  street,  between  Camden  and  Hill 
streets,  and  reconstruct  the  same  in  a  man- 
ner satisfactory  to  the  City  Engineer,  and 
shall  bear  the  expense  of  lowering  or  other- 
wise caring  for  any  electrical  conduits 
which  may  be  affected  by  changes  in  its 
tracks  or  work  done  under  this  ordinance, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Electrical 
Engineer. 

The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Com-  Ch™§£s  nf 
pany  shall  have  the  right  to  change  its 
present  track  in  Howard  street  at  Hamburg 
street  and  at  Stockholm  street  to  avoid  the 
bridges  at  said  streets  and  make  the  neces- 
sary connections  with  its  other  tracks  at 
these  points;  and  shall  have  the  right  to 
shift  its  track  to  the  eastward  on  Entaw 
street  to  provide1  proper  clearance  under 
the  bridge  at  Stockholm  street. 

If,  at  any  time,  after  five  years  after  the  Additional  road- 
way. 
completion  of  the  bridges  at  Hamburg,  Lee, 
Stockholm  and  Cross  streets,  the  Board  of 
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Additional  road-  Estimates,  or  such  other  board,  commis- 
sion or  body  as  may  hereafter  be  charged 
with  the  duties  of  said  Board,  after  notice 
to  said  Railroad  Company,  and  an  oppor- 
tunity to  be  heard,  shall  find  that  an  addi- 
tional roadway,  twenty-one  feet  wide  be- 
tween curbs  for  either,  or  all  of  the  bridges, 
at  Hamburg,  Lee,  Stockholm  and  Cross 
streets,  is  necessary  to  accommodate  high- 
way travel  on  any  of  said  streets,  then  said 
Railroad  Company  shall,  at  its  own  cost, 
provide  such  additional  twenty-one  foot 
roadway  for  either,  or  all  of  said  bridges  at 
Hamburg,  Lee,  Stockholm  and  Cross  streets, 
and  shall,  at  its  own  cost,  widen  the  ap- 
proaches so  that  they  shall  conform  with 
the  additional  roadways;  provided,  the  city, 
at  its  own  cost,  shall  acquire  from  the 
owners  thereof  sufficient  land  adjoining  said 
approaches  for  the  widening  of  the  same.
